1. At 1100 yesterday jnorniag I raet with Dr, Julius A, Stratton, 
Executive Vice President and Provost of Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology and Dr. Max^Millikan, Director of CSIilS. I briefed theni 
on the various new reports of sightings including the Lteestone Base 
Case, the Florida Scout Master, the Utah Motion Pictures, etc. I 
brought Dr, Stratton up to date on devslopnsnts »-hich had occurred t - 
sines our previous discussion of^the subject in August* Dr* Stratton 

reiterated* his earlier position that this i s a subject which aust bo _ 

investigated and he said that probably the best jr.eans of getting a 
thoroughly conpetent review^of^^the probleai would be througn Project 
LB’COLN. He said, however^-that in view of the delicate position in 

relation to Air Force, as a result of tne "Su/^^r Study^P,s?ort!i, any ^ 

acceptance of this project by LDICOm mu st" be~ based on Air Force con- 
currence or on an ^idependent oroposall front one of th'?' other services. 

He said that Alfred Hill wouldVce the besi- ©an to head the group, 

AssunLng that it might prove irioraccicai to place the Project at 
LINCOLN, va explored other^possibUiti 2 ST_inciuding Princeton and Cal 
Tech. Br. Stratton felt ve'ry strongly that Cal_:!:ech would be the 
better of the two in view of the presence there of Robertson, Lauritson, 
-^’^itzsr^l[on te.ncorary duty fron Princeton) , Killikan’s brother and -

2, Following the ©aeting with Drs, Stratton and MUlLkan, I 
i'?i had lunch at the Faculty Club with Lloyd Eertoer^and Jarrold Zacharies 
and briefed them on the recent cases and our. feelings regarding their 
irplications, Berkner, while apparently npt interested in taking a 
personal part, felt strongly that thc saucer problem sho'xLd be 
thoroughly investigated fro© a scientific point of view, Zacharias 
did not aroear to be greatly interested in the problem anti made only 
one suggaVtion, i.e. that Snirley Oulmby of Columbia University be 
brought^into the picture. Quimby took his physics degree at the same 
time as Zacharias; is now at Columbia Uniysrsity, having during the 
var been a Navy scientist working bn AS\J, Zacharias suggested Quimby 
because the latter is probably the most expert ©an in the country 
on magic and general chicanery. ’ -
